It adds 
truthfully; but although a 
community can choose any 
two it cannot. have all three 
at once, certainly not in full 
moasure, 

At present Britain © prevers 
the first two—that is why 
thore Ix more inflation there 
than In any other part éf 
the world. ‘The rlae in retail 
prices since the war has 
been faster ‘than’ in’ any 
previous extended — pence- 
time period since the end 
of the Napoleonic wars. 
That ia why. sterling is 
weak at home and abroad. 

And as long as it insists on 
having no unemployment (it 
ix less than one per cent of 
the total. Jabour — foree 
againat four per cent in 
America) and; © complete 
freedom to bargain for wage 
increases, both in an ab- 
solute. form, there will be 
no Insting solution to’ the 
current economic crisis.
